Bonds for $550,000 were authorized 
Trustees and 

the date of the election was set as 
October 8 . The resolution providing 


for the bond election divides the}, 


money into five parts, and $300,000 
will be used for water, $200,000 for 


sewers, $28,000 for better fire pro- 
tection, $12,000 for paving the ap- 
proach to the bridge over the Arroyo 
Seco at the Cawston Ostrich Farm, 
and $10,000 for a city farm. 

The resolution of intention provid- 
ing for the calling of the election set 
forth the general need for the im- 
provements and it also gave a short 
outiine of what will be done with the 
money if voted. The suggested im- 
provements in the water: situation in- 
clude the purchase of the distribut- 
ing systems of the plants now supply- 
ing water to South Pasadena, namely, 
the Pasadena Land and Weter Com- 
pany, the Glendale Water Company 
and the Marengo Avenue Water Com- 
pany, also the buying of water at 
wholesale rates from Pasadena. Reser- 
voire will also be erected to supply 
a higher pressure and larger supply 
pipes will be laid. — 

Plans for the sewer include the 
putting In of a complete evster to 
suppiv the entire city and of a plant 
for the disposal of the sewage. Ar- 
cording to the present plans this city 
will join with Pasadena and Alhambra 
in constructing the outfall and in 
the @leposal of the sewerage, and in 
thie way the expense will be consid- 


plied by the improved water system 
and the separate appropriation ia te 
install fire plugs over the city: for the 
building of a permanent fire-house and | 
for necessary equipment. 
PAVING APPROACHES. 


Paving the approach to the Arroyo 
bridge is considered among the im- 
portant tmprevements provided by 
the bonds. The city promised to pave 
a direct approach to the bridge when 
the negotiations with the county and 
the city of Los Angeles were made, 
whereby they helped in the construc- 
‘thon of the bridge, and inasmuch as 
the paving will improve the entire 
etty without regard to i it wee 
thought best to pay for the pavement 
by a bond issue. 

This improvement will eliminate 
two dangerous Santa Fe crossings and 
it will substitute one easy crossing of 
the Pacific Electric tracks for the 
two dangerous ones now used. As the 
most direct route between Los Ange- 
les and this city or Pasadena Mes over 
this bridge, the change will leasen the 
danger to thousands daily. The emali- 
est amount called for in the city bonds 
is for the establishment of a citv farm 
and it fs estimated that this will save 
the city a considerable sum of money 
In the long run. The money would 
provide for the purchase of suitable 
land and for the erection of bulld- 
ings for the stock and implements 
owned by the city.
